The Commandant 
immediately sent out couriers to all the places 
in the vicinity, callicg for aid to defcnj the 
Presidio and to rescue the Americans. 
When 
ihe inteligence reached Chihuahua, the Gov- 
ernor sent oir dispatches to the political chief 
of Canton Guleana, directing him to treat 
with the Apaches immediately for an exchange 
of prisoners. 


Capt. Box's company of guerrilleros was at 
latest dates opperating in the vicinity of Chi- 
huahua and comprise just this number of twen- 
ty nine tnen.

SEC. 1. Beit enacted by ihe General 
Assem- 
bly of the State of Indiana, 
That in lieu of the 
property now exempt by law from levy and 
sale on execution or distress warrant, property 
to the value of Six Hundred Dolinrs, exclu- 
sive of all wearing apparel of the defendant 
and bis family, and all bibles and school books 
in use in the family (which shall remain ex- 
empted as heretofore,) and no more, owned by 
or in possession of any debtor, shall be exempt 
from levy and sale on execution or distress 
warrant. 


SEC. 2. That the Sheriff. Constable,or other 
officer into whose hands any execution or war- 
rant shall be placed for the purpose of levying 
upon and selling the property, either real or 
personal of any defendant, shall if requested 
by the defendant, summon three disinterested 
and competent persons, whb shall bo sworn or 
affirmed to appraise the property which the 
said defendant may elect to retain under the 
provisions of this act, for which service the 
said appraisers shall be entitled to receive fif- 
ty cents each, to be charged as part of the 
costs of the proceedings; and jiroperty thus 
chosen or appraised to the value of six hun- 
dred dollars, shall be exempt from levy and 
sale on the said execution oj warrant. 


SEC. 3. That in any case where the prop- 
erty levied upon as aforesaid shall consist of 
real estate of greater value than six hundred 
dollars, and the defendant in such case shall 
clect to retain real estate amounting in value 
to the whole sura of six hundred dollars, or 
any less sum, the appraisers aforesaid shall de- 
termine whether, in their opinion, the said real 
estate can be divided withont injury to or spoil- 
ing the whole; and if the said appraisers shall 
determine that the said real estate can be di- 
vided as aforesaid, then they shall proceed to 
set apart so much thereof as in their opinion 
shall be sufficient to answer the requirement 
of the defendant in such case, designating the 
saiKe by proper metes and bounds, all of which 
proceedings shall be certified in writing by the

The result of his march to 
Santo Domingo is, however, not stated ; but 
it appears that the Domincans had taken some 
small 
towns and villages belonging to the 
Haytians, which they destroyed by setting 
the houses in them on 
fire. 
We have been 
informed, loo, that, at Jacmel, a vessel appear- 
ed off the port and discharged n gun—for what 
purj)ose is not mentioned—when the inhabit- 
ants, fearing ihat it was the Dominican fleet 
coining down upon them, became exceedingly 
alarmed and horror-stricken at the 
circum- 
stance. 
They immediately quitted the town, 
leaving it to be quietly entered by the enemy, 
if it were tiuethat any such fleet; had deter- 
imined to invade their towr:. 
When the vesse 
reached the j)orc. and the captain landed, he 
found the town deserted, and it was after the 
lapse of many hours before the people found 
out the cause of their fright, and returned 
to their homes. 
It is thought that his imperial 
highness, Emperor Soloucjue, will suffer, as 
he formerly did, a defeat at the hands of the 
Dominicans. 
If peace is likely to come about 
r;.;:r. 
circu-nstancc, ii is au end devoutly 
to be wished by every lover of peace and good 
government. 
The Dominicans are a valiant 
peo|)le, and should Solouque be again defeated 
by tliem, he will no doubt be taught a lesson, 
ii he escape with his life, that he will nor 
soon forget, nor will ho court directly anothet 
si;;iilar uideal.
